Fred Bau-
man and other executive oMeers of the
Walters” unton have been ordersd to ap-
pear In court on Jaouary 25 and show
cause why the Injunction should not be
made permanent.

In his petition to the court Mr. Stecn

asserts that on January % Mr. Hauman, as
the representative of the Walters' unlon,
presented & proposed agreement to him and
demanded his signature. By the agreement
It was proposed to bind Mr, Steen to run
his business according to the fixed rules
and regulations of the Walters' union and
to  pay the union scale of wages. Mr
fteen refused to slgn the document and for
that reason, he asserts, the union has de-
clared war on bhim.
